the sight of God.  Repeit 
therefore of this thy wicked- 
ness, and pray God, if perhaps 
the thought of thine heart 
may be forgiven thee. for | 
perceive that thou art in the 
gall of bitterness, and in the 
bond of iniquity.”’ 

This man was identified 
with the pentecostal people 
and had been baptized, but 
dis heart had not been right 
ag was proven lateron. We 
have those in our ranks who 
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seem to be believers and take 
part in our meetings and ap- 
pear to be one with as, but if 
they are only “hangers on’’ 
something will develop soon- 
er or later that will expose the 
evil of their hearts. 

(Juite recently an incident 
was cited where some one 
wrote a message under the 
power which no doubt was 
all right, and one claimed = to 
give the interpretation which 
I give verbatum: “I have 
baptized many with the Holy 
Ghost that have not spoken 
in tongues.”’ This caused 
some confusion and much 
anxiety on the part of honest 
sincere humble souls. The 
interpretation was false for it 
is contrary to the teaching of 
the Bible, and that man that 
gave it is either a wolf with 
sheeps clothing on, wicked 
and deceitful in his heart, or 
else at that particular moment 
over powered by the devil. 

Some of our precious people 
have been almost overthrown 
by this as the man was such a 
good clean man in his out- 
ward appearance. Now let 
us pray that God will tear the 
mask off of such people and 
show them up as they are 
that they may have a chance 
to repent of their wickedness. 
To impose such a false. inter- 
pretation on innocent trusting 
lambs is wickedness. I am 
determined to expose every 
false thing that I come in con- 
tact with. I hope the man 
himself will get to read this. 
Paul told Timothy, referring 
to. ministers, “‘Them that sin 
rebuke before all that others 
may fear.’’ Healso said the 
mouths of some people had 
to be stopped, so I’m sure we 


are on the right line when we 
encourage a united prayer for 
God to put down every false 
thing at any cost. l'alse 
tongues, false interpretations, 
false prophesies, false knowl- 
edge, false living and hypo- 
critical actions must take a 
back seat as thousands of His 
children send up one united 
petition to God. 

How often is it recordea 
that the eries of them that 
have been crushed under some 
special burden have entered 
into the ears of the Lord? 
This has been over and over 
againand God came to the 
rescue. Israel was delivered 
asa nation. Individuals by 
the thousands have heen ce- 
delivered. Thisis a great in- 
centive to pray. We have 
every encouragement to pray. 
Not merely say over prayers 
of words, but really pray. 

Ananias and Sapphira were 
In the crowd and appeared to 
be pentecostal people no 
doubt. Peter called him by 
name as if he had been ac- 
quainted with him. He knew 
it was his wife that came in 
later and no one had to tell 
him that “‘This is Mrs. Ana- 
nias.’’ Peter knew them both. 
They had appeared good no 
doubt for some time before. 
They were even then con- 
tributing liberally to the work. 
Had the outward appearance 
of good folks. No fault had 
been found with them before; 
At least nothing on record. 
But they had leaped the 
bounds and were detected, 
and God gave us an exaraple 
of how He hates deception. 

As a result of this incident 
great fear came upon all the 


church and as many as_ heard. 
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these things. People became 
very honest all of a sudden. 
If there had been any de- 
ceivers in the ehurch before, 
they certainly stopped their 
deception then. If any had 
been acting the hypocrite they 
stopped trifling with God 
then and there. 

‘‘But believers were the 
more added to the Lord, 
multitudes both of men and 
women.”’ ‘hen the power 
for healing was given Just 
right. No doubtall the gifts 
were demonstrated in their 
perfection. Things had to go 
right. People had to be right 
or make no pretense of it. 
The sham was exposed and 
the mask torn off and every 
body knew if they tried to 
play a sham or put on a mask 
and act the hypocrite they 
would be the next to carry 
out dead. It was a fearful 
time. It was a serious time. 
No time for fun-making. No 
time for dress parades and the 
young ladies to wear gold 
rings and bracelets, and the 
young men to make a show 
of their pomp and pride. 

Let us pray for the same 
scarey power to come again. 
Its the power and fear of God 
that is going to stop the hyp- 
ocritical living and false 
tongues and interpretations. 
Jt is this searey power that 
will stop the mouths of gain- 
sayers and those who thought- 
lessly speak evil of dignities 
and despise government. It 
is this searey power that is 
going to cause the people to 
ery out and. say ““Men and 
brethren what shall we do?”’ 

This is the very kind of a 
prayer that Isaiah 64 shows. 
Pray for the searey power to 


fall. “‘Oh that thou wouldest 
rend the heavens, that thou 
wouldst come down, that the 
mountains might flow down 
at thy presence, @ ¢ « that 
the nations miy tremble at thy 
presence.” At Isaiah 62 the 
prophet gives another Jesson 
on prayer that applies to us 
now, ‘For Zon’s sake will ] 
not hold my peace, and for 
Jerusalem’s sake! will not 
rest, until the righteousness 
thereof go forth as_ brightness, 
and the salvation thereof as a 
lamp that burneth.” This isa 
prayer we should pray now. 
Let us give the Lord no rest 
nor accept test and ease onr- 
selves nntil His promises to 
and for His Church are fulfill- 
ed, ; 

Ile has promised much and 
all His promises are true and 
He is not slack concerning His 
promises as some men count 
slackness, but His promises are 
fulfilled in answer to some 
body’s prayer. God had said 
Israel should be delivered from 
Egypt after 430 years, but not 
until they praved long and 
much did the deliverance come. 

He had promised that at the 
end of seventy years they 
should be delivered from cap- 
tivity in Babylon, but the de- 
liverance only came after much 
prayer and fasting by the 
faithful Daniel ana probably 
others. 

God has promised great 
things for His Church in these 
last days, but they wiil only 
be given in answer to long 
earnest prayer that will move 
God to perform His act His 
strange act that will bring 
fear and trembling on His 
church and all that hear these 
things.
